Statesm en are usually p oliticians which means 
that they are p rotective of their hides. 
Thus, the Canadian situation is im p ortant be­ 
cause there is a situation. Actually, all A m encan- 
Canaian p roblems ought to be settled w ithout 
p rop aganda, quarrels, th reats and silly sp eeches 
by p oliticians in Canada who may gain 
1 
threatening Ihe United States. I he fact is that 
the United S tates does not quarrel with Canada, 
most Americans not giving thought to C a na d a s 
distinct existence. It is better /h a t way. 
American corp orations have invested nearly 
$8.000,000,000 in Canadian industry aiKl An^uTCan 
p rivate investors have an estim ated $.3,317,000,000 
in Canadian securities, making a total Am erican 
non-governrm ntal investment in ( anada ol a p ­ 
p roximately $13,000,000,000 which is an enorm ous 
p art of the Canadian economy. While some of this 
rep resents a flight of American cap ital to a tax 
haven, few Americans benefit from it. 
The exact figures for Canadian investm ents in 
the United States are not available because m any 
Canadian-owned comp anies op erating in the U nit­ 
ed States arc registered in Berm uda, Nassau, 
Panam a or Venezuela. If all these facts could be 
brought together, it would be found th a t the 
Canadian investment in the United S tates is very 
large. For instance, 9 0 p er cent of the C anadian- 
owned whiskey business is done in the United 
States and the Canadian new sp rint business is an 
im p ortant factor in the Am erican economy. The 
two countries are so closely related economically 
that the line between them is not even im aginary. 
For instance. Cyrus E aton’s corqp any and George 
H um p hrey’s comp any are op erating in C anada in 
the new iron ore fields, and is V entures, Ltd., 
really Canadian or A m erican? 
If the subject of C anadian-A m erican relations 
is treated from an economic standp oint, there is 
no border between the two countries. T h ere is a 
variety of laws, of tariff benefits, of tax benefits 
w h ic h /na k e for trouble ra th e r th an for friendly 
relations between the two countries, but these 
affect p rivate individuals not the countries p er se. 
Some men m ake money out of all kinds of situa­ 
tions even sorrV which lead to w ar and the death 
of their own sons. It is a hum an aberration. We 
need not have trouble w ith C anada over that. 
The realistic C anadian-A m erican p roblem is to 
have abolished all conditions in C anada which 
m ake that country a tax haven or which give to 
a 
Canadian 
com p any 
or 
an 
Am erican-owned 
Canadian com p any op erating in the United States 
an advantage over a com p eting A m erican com­ 
p any. It is this advantage which is a cause for 
quarrel betw een the two countries, p articularly as 
an increasing am ount of American-fornaed cap ital 
goes into C anada to return to the United States 
laden w ith discrim inations against its American 
com p etitors. 
While th is ,is of some benefit to those com­ 
p anies and the individuals who own them , it is 
of no advantage to C anada or to the United 
States, in the end p robably dep riving both coun­ 
tries of the taxes due them. Once this cause for 
trouble is cleared away, oth er issues, such as sur­ 
p lus w heat from which both countries suffer, or 
the m anip ulation of currencies, or the dump ing of 
goods in foreign m arkets, even the sale of con­ 
trab and by C anadian subsidiaries of American 
comp anies, could be adjusted w ithout p olitics. 
It is interesting to note th a t next to the N or­ 
m an Case, w ith regard to which Canada was 100 
p er cent wrong, the biggest issue was the taxing 
of Cyrus E a ton’s iron ore com p any in which case 
C anada w as p robably correct under the law. Yet 
from an Am erican standp oint the use of Canada 
or any oth e r country by Am ericans as a tax 
haven is harm ful to basic A m erican interests. It 
is the tax haven p roblem th a t raises moral indig­ 
nation and m akes for real trouble because Am eri­ 
cans who p ay taxes regard those who use tax 
havens as thieves who a re not 
carrying their 
share of the Wad. It could be said that they are 
sm a rt to be* in th at p osition; but so were A1 C a­ 
p one and Lucky Luciano. 
Moral criteria have

DESIGNING FOR SAFETY 
With another tragic toll of holiday high­ 
way fatalities just behind us, no one needs 
to be persuaded that we must seize every 
possible approach to greater safety on 
street and highway . 
The design of the automobile itself is one 
of the key approaches, obviously . 
In re­ 
cent y ears certain car manufacturers have 
been directing much attention to making 
today ’s automobile a safer “ shell” in which 
to ride. 
From a celebrated industrial designer, 
Henry Drevfuss, comes a series of propos­ 
als, however, that perhaps put the problem 
of designing a safer car in a fresh light. 
Drey fuss, writing in the publication, Con­ 
sumer Reports, notes that the National 
Safety Council say s 8 0 per cent of all motor 
accidents stem from human failure. With­ 
out questioning the figures, he suggests a 
good many of the “ human failures” may 
follow from features of present-day car de­ 
sign. 
He believes many critical driver errors 
may be made by people w hose efficiency has 
been worn down by uncomfortable seats, 
inadequate visibility , and poorly organized 
driving controls. 
In this matter of good seating, he notes 
that an authority in the field. Dr. J anet 
Travell of Cornell University Medical Col­ 
lege, say s comfort demands seats or chairs 
which allow y ou angles greater than 9 0 de­ 
grees at y our hips and knees. This means 
a quite open angle at the point where seat- 
back and seat-cushion meet, in addition to 
lots of leg room. 
Drey fuss questions whether this is com­ 
monly found today . 
Too many of us get 
“ auto legs,” a combination of stiffness and 
fatigue which can eventually result in a 
slowing of the critical responses that govern 
muscles which operate brake, accelerator, 
or steering w heel. 
On the subject of controls, he calls for 
standardization of location, size, shape, 
color, and even tex ture of the various de­ 
vices. 
In these day s, when Americans switch 
cars so rapidly , he sees great peril in the 
confusion that flows from having hand 
brake, starter, gear controls, and the rest

NEW YORK (AP) — Watchers 
for the turn in the recession tide 
sometimes look for signs on far- 
off beaches. And today they are 
trying to evaluate one such rip p le

what it’s worth, is rep orted from 
Puerto Rico. 
The rep orted about-face in re­ 
cent weeks is restoring op timism 
to the island’s Economic Develop ­

first three months of this year. 
During January. February and 
March only three U.S. manufac­ 
turers decided to start op erations 
in Puerto Rico.

land out of its economic slough- 
seemed to have sunk on the shoals 
of the mainland's recession.

I don’t think 
the people who tell them are com­ 
p etent to judge.”

introduced

what he said was an effort to k eep 
state sedition laws effective.1 He 
acted after the Supreme Court 
ruled that a federal antisedition 
law pre-empted that field and ren-' 
dered a Pennsylvania law on that 
subject invalid.
